LOUIS JUHRE 


FOD1GUILTY 


Of Assault and Intent to Do Great 


Bodily Harm to an Officer. 


JURY WAS OUT FIVE 


HOURS BEFORE AGREEING 


Xlcconimciided Clemency In tlio Sti-oii£t:«t 


LiuipiiUKC—IMscuMHlonH und Many 


llullot.s In tlu> Jury Hoom— 


i'risonor iu Sentenced. 


After being out five hours and taking 


m-iny ballots, the jury in the ease oi 
1 the 


btatc of \Vi3consin ngainst Louis -luhrc, 
charged with assault and intent to do 
grr-at bodily harm on Policeman Chris. 
Anderson, returned a verdict of guilty 
at 10 o'clock last night, .-it the same 
time they iia.nded in a note to Judge 
Flett asking clemency in the strongest 
language possible. 


The penalty for the crime is from one 


to three years in the state prison at 
Waupun; one year in the county jail, or 
a tine of from $100 to $">00. Immediate- 
ly after the verdict was rendered Attor- 
ney Walker, :ior Juhre, stated to the 
court that he did not know whether he 
would appeal or not and asked that sen- 
tence be delayed until today. District 
Attorney Lukes having 110 objection, the 
request was granted. 


Juhre was in the court room, having 


been brought over from jail by Shcrill 
Banmann. Disappointment wns plainly 
visible on his face, for lie and his attor- 
neys had confidently expected acquittal, 
or at least that the verdict would be 
simply usasult and buttery. Tho wife 
of the man was not present and he was 
taken buck to jail. 


Members of the jury stated that there 


was an interesting time in the jury 
room. There was all kinds of opinions 
and the main stick was on the intent of 
Uic accused man. It was a 
question 


whether he WHS in condition on the night 
of flic assault, to have formed a deter- 
mination to do the oflicer great bodily 
harm. After two hours of balloting; and 
discussion tlio vote got down to 11 for 
conviction and one for not guilty and 
that one juryman stuck until after sup- 
per had been served and then the ver- 
dict, with recommendation for clemency 
was agreed upon. 


It was on the 22d of last May that 


Louis .luhrc, Theodore Rust and five oth- 
er young men-, more or less under the iu- 
tluencc of liquor, came down from the 
vicinity of 1'uicinc Junction. At several 
places 
tliey were pretty noisy. They 


•brought up in the rear of a Slate street 
resort. Here they were found by Officer 
Andcr.-on who heard tlicm try to get ill 
and break down the doors. He advised 
t'l.Mii :o go away, but the fellows refus- 
ed and assaulted 
the 
oflicer, knocked 


him in a ditch and kicked .ind pounded 
him in a. terrible milliner: even tearing 
;.. star from his breast. Anderson man- 
ager! to struggle to his feet and shot at 
the <-rowd and then staggered to tin- po- 
lice ollicc. He was a sight to behold, 
bein" covered with mud and blood and 
his head cut. 


The seven inen implicated were apprc- 


I'emld and five of them were, afterward 
lieavilv fined. Juhre and Rost being the 
leading assailants, were held on the ser- 
ious charge. 


AVhen the cases wero 
c-alled nt the 


opening of the October term of court 
Host filed an 
affidavit 
of 
prejudice 


apainst Judge 1'lett and the'judge sent 
his c^se to the circuit court instead of 
culling in another judge. 


An effort was made to get Juhrc oft 


on various technical grounds, but the 
motions were overruled 
and 
the case 


went. on. The evidence was substantial- 
ly what has been published about the 
ease. A dozen witnesses testified ns to 
the previous good character of Juhrc 
und .Mr. AValker made a strong light. He 
admitted the .assault, 
but 
held that 


there was no intent on the part of Jtiliro. 
The jury thought diil'crcntly and found 
Die man guilty. 


were present. Juhre was. in tears and so 
was his wife :wd mother.'. 


Attorney Walker, for Juhre, moved for 


a stay of judgment or sentence and for 
a new trial, but did not prefer to argue. 
Judge 1'lett overruled the motion. Mr. 
Walker entered exception and lie then 
asked for clemency for the -prisoner. It 
was a case he thought, where indulgence 
ought to be extended. He was the victim 
of unfortunate .circumstances. The repu- 
tation of the man \vas touched upon at 
length as being excellent. The recom- 
mendation' of the jury for clemency was 
mentioned and the dividing lino of the 
offense. He thought the punishment 
should be light aiid spoke of the terri- 
ble separation of husband from wife find 
child; the disgrace of being sent to pris- 
on and he urged a fine bo imposed. 


District Attorney Lukes said 
that 


Judge, Flett was just as familiar with 
the testimony and fuels of the case an 
he wi;s. He had all of the sympathy in 
the world for this mini, but the manner 
in which the assault was committed was 
brutal. He did Jiot iisk the extreme peu- 
altv, but he did not 
feel that a fine 


would meet the 
contingencies 
of t!ic 


case, lie believed that the jury, from 
the verdict rendered, must have misun- 
derstood the penalty or they could not 
have brought in such a verdict. 


"Stand up, Mr. Juhrc,'' said Judge 


Flett. Just previous to this the wife of 
Juhre stepped into the jury room with 
her .baby' and she was sobbing aloud. 
Judge Flett remarked that he wanted to 
say at the outset that the court would 
follow the recommendations of the jury 
as consistently as lie could. He said the 
jury were not clear in thd penalty when 
deliberating on the case. Juhre, he saiil, 
had a fair and iniparti.il .trial and was 
ably defended; that whilelhis Heart went 
out in sympathy to the wife and babies 
of the prisoner, it must be remembered 
that a crinic had been Committed and 
that it could not go unpunished. Ho said 
that Juhrc had no business at the place 
ivbere the assault was committed, espec- 
ially as he was a married man and no 
decent man with a wife would go there. 
The evidence showed that the assault 
was brutal-and the jury so found it. It 
was not a case where he could impose a 
fine, nor did he think a long term in jail 
a'dvisable. but a place where the prison- 
er could work arid have fcimc to reflect. 


The judge then sentenced the prisoner 


to the stnte_r prison _a.t...-H~a:upun for -a 
term of one year, beginning At'noon to- 
day, the first day to be in solitary con- 
finement. 


Juhre sauk into 
a 
cliair and shed 


tears. In a moment there wus a start- 
ling scrollm from the jury room. Mrs. 
Juhre rushed out with baby in her'arms, 
attempted to hiind the child to .Tuhrc's 
mother, but failed und it fell upon the 
floor, while Mrs. Juhre fell lint on her 
fnce and did not move. 


The mother and sister of tbe prisoner 


sereamed and Under Sheriff Mutter mid 
husband of-the. \vomnn ran to her assist- 
ance and lifted her up and snt her in a 
chair, her face presenting a deathly pnl- 
lor and the husband as he held her cried 
bitterly. 


Tin1 old mother, with baby in her arm?, 


walked up to Judge .Flett and in the 
German language exclaimed; "For C.od's 
hjkc linve mercy.'' Jl was a scene never 
to be-forgotten by those who witnessed 
it. 


Pr. Garlock was liasf.ily summoned to 


the court room: the unconscious .woman 
wss laid on a table, mid for over three- 
quarters of «n hour the physician work- 
'cd to bring her to and all of this time 
husband, mother, sister and others were 
crying, while the litlc bflby laiighc:! nnd 
looked on in wonder. When in proper 
condition the woman was placed in n 
buck and removed to her home nnd the 
Inisband

BISHOPS ADOPT 
DIVORCE CANON 


Upper House of Episcopal Conven- 


tion Approve Rigid 
Doctrine. 


CLERGY AND LAITY NOT 


FAVORABLE TO ACTION 


^Minority In Upper HouHO Strenuously Op- 


posvcl Its Adoption ricading Thut 


Innocent I'orty to Divorce bo 


Allowed to Itonirtrry. 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
Oct. JO.—The 


House of Bishops at the triennial Epis- 
copal convention hero yesterday formally 
set the seal of its approval on the dex- 
trine, that no man or woman divorced' 
for any cause whatever shall be married 
again by 011 Episcopal clergyman, not- 
withstanding that the person desiring 
such reuuirringc shall have been the in- 
nocent party. 


T!iu vote that finally settled the ques- 


tion showed 3" in favor and 21 against 
it. The canon passed on by the bishops 
is known ns "Xo. :!f> of the Solemnization 
of Matrimony,'' and reads in full as fol- 
lows: 


*'l. The solemnization of .matrimony 


In tliis church, in which the mutual con- 
sent of each' party entering into this 
state of life is given in the presence of a 
minister who, having pronounced them 
in the name of the Holy Trinity to be 
man and wife, invokes the divine blessing 
upon their union 


"2. The requirements of the laws of 


the state regarding the conditions for 
the civil contract of marriage shall in 
all eases be carefully observed before the 
marriupc is solemnized. 


REGARDING JIIN'OKS. 


''.'). Xo minister shall solemnize the 


marriage of any person who is a minor 
under the law of the place of marriage, 
unless the parent or guardian of such 
minor is present and consenting, or shall 
have given written consent to the mp.r- 
riago, or is permanently resident in a 


:.fp)'*ign country. 


"Xo minister shall solemnize a mar- 


riage except in the presence of at least 
two witnesses, the minister or the. wit- 
nesses being personally acquainted with 
the parties. 


"Every minister shall without delay 


formally record in the proper register 
the name, age and residence of each par- 
ty. Such record shall be signed by the 
minister who performs the ceremony, 
and, 
if practicable, by the married pur- 


lies, and by at leasi two witnesses of 
tbe marrinjze. 


OF DIVORCED PERSONS. 


"4, No minister shall 
solemnize a 


marriage between any two persons un- 
less, nor until, by inquiry he shall have 
satisfied himself t.hnt, neither person has 
been or is the husband or i.he wife of any 
other person then living, unless the form- 
er marriage was annulled by a decree of 
some civil court of competent jurisdic- 
tion for cause existing before such form- 
er marriage." 


The clause in the above canon referring 


to the probable existence of cause before 
Die first marriage is believed to refer to 
such.cases as insanity, inability to exe- 
cute a contract, the existence of a liv- 
ing wife or husband or similar reasons 
which practically render the marriage 
void. 


The minority in the house strenuously 


opposed tho adoptfSn of the canon, pleuri- 
ing with the other bishops that the in- 
nocent party to a- divorce granted on the. 
ground of infidelity should be left free 
to marry again, but they were overrul- 
ed. 


DEPUTIES MAY AMEND. 


The question is not settled, however, 


by any menus. Before, it becomes church 
law it must be passed on and adopted 
by the lower house, composed of mem- 
bers of tho clergy and laity, many of 
whom are known to be bitterly opposed 
to it. The nrincipnl reason for thv: op- 
position is the general opinion that it 
would be the very refinement of cruelty 
to mnkc the law act against the innocent 
party to a divorce. The lower house 
took up the question at its meeting to- 
day, and, w-hilc nothing definite can be 
stated concerning its action, it is believ- 
ed that it will insist on the addition of 
a clause protcctng the .innocent, party to 
divorce proceedings in coses where infi- 
delity is the charge. 


Canon .17, which deals with the disci- 


plining of members of the church who 
marry after having been divorced, has 
not yet been considered by the, bishops. 
The recommendation of the committee 
on this clause strictly forbids ths admis- 
sion to'baptism or confirmation of any 
who transgress the new marriage law, 
refusing them the 
communion except 


when penitent wtcr having separated 
from the other ^party to the subsequent 
marriage and in danger of death. This 
canon, however, does not apply tc the 
innoeeiit party to a divorce,- for the 
cause of'infidelity. 


PROPOSED CHANGE OF NAME. 
The hou'sc of bishops appointed a com- 


uiittcc of five to ft«t with similar, com- 


mittees of priests and laymen, consti-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10,—Wm. I.I. 


Stayton the Isew York attorney, who, 
some tme ago asked to be allowed to 
represent Hear Admiral Sampson before 
the Schley court of inquiry and whoso 
request was denied by the court, today 
presented the following letter to tha 
court; 


Navy Yard, 


Washington, D. C,, Oct.'10, 1901, 


To Admiral George Dewey, U. S. N., 


President 
of Naval Court 
of Inquiry, 


Washington D. C. Dear Sir:—I am in- 
structed by Hear Admiral Sampson to 
acknowledge for him the receipt of your 
letter of the 27th of September, 190.1, 
stating that the court does not at this 
time regard him as a party to the case 
now betorc it, and is, therefore, unable 
to comply with bis request, that he be 
permitted to representation by counsel. 


•2. I am further instructed by the ad- 


miral to ask that whenever the circum- 
stances arise, which entitle 1'ini to rep- 
resentation, you will permit our admis- 
sion as counsel in his behalf'. 


3. .Mr. E, S. Theall of Washington, D. 


C'., who is my assistant in this matter 
and myself, have been present.in this 
court room nearly every day of the pro- 
ceedure and one or both of us will en- 
deavor to be present every clay hereaf- 
ter. 


4. We have not had facilities which 


would permit us to hear the proceeding-;, 
but we have been furnished with copies 
of the court's record and beg leave- to re- 
fer respectfully to certain pages of that 
record which contain 'attacks upon Ad- 
miral Sampson. 


3. That" Rear Admiral Schley, for in- 
' stance was permitted to say (sec page 


7) that "the principal parties to tha 
present inquiry are Rear Admirals Samn- 
son and Schley.'' 


G. Direct allegations have been made 


against Admiral Sampson and we ask 
the court to refer to pages 1.V2 to 150 of 
therecord. where counsel repeatedly ac- 
cuse Admiral Sampson—first, of conduct- 
ing a blockade with his vessels at a dis- 
tance as great as that which was select- 
ed by Admiral. Schley for hiss blockade; 
and, second, of permitting the Colon Jo 
remain for an indefinite time after his 
arrival .in full 
sight 
of his squadron 


withovt making an effort to destroy her. 


7. On page 23 of the record, counsel 


was allowed to declare that despite Ad- 
miral Sampson's official report, in which 
he states that the battle, of July 3 was 
fought under his command, that as a 
matter of fact Admiral Sampson did not 
command on that 
day 
an effort was 


made by counsel hi yesterday's proceed- 
ings to introduce into cvide.nct! a signal 
made by Rear Admiral Sampson, which 
counsel stated in his argument was in- 
tended to show that Kear Admiral Schley 
was corumander-in-chief at that battle. 
Surely these allegations involve the hon- 
or af a naval officer. 


8. The court's precept states that an 


officer who'is interested may be permit- 
ted to appear and defend himself; ami 
while we 
fully 
realize 
that Admirnl 


Sampson is'iiot n party to the ease, as 
the court states in its letter of the 27th 
of September, yet notice has been given 
that an effort will be made to deprive 
him of his honors and even of his honor 
/uid his good name, and he is accused of 
permitting an enemy's vessel to lio un- 
disturbed in his presence, and all that as 
a naval officer lie holds dear is involved 
'ftnd we ask you to decide merely that he 
is "interested.'' 


9. It is true that the attacks upon Ad- 


miral Sampson have been made covert-, 
ly and under the name of argument, but 
th« statements have been nevertheless 
public, they have been given great cur- 
rency and they are embodied in the rec- 
ord to remain forever on the files of tho 
navy department. It is at least worthy 
of comment that on every occasion in 
which such an argument has been indulg- 
ed in the question at issue has been vol- 
untarily withdrawn, after full opportun- 
ity had' been taken to accuse the admir- 
al. 


10. Were we alone in our opinion that 


these arguments are improper, we should 
hesitate to make such statements, but 
the judicial officer 
of the 
court—tho 


judge advocate—has repeatedly charac- 
terized these arguments as improper. 


11. We of course realize fully that 


the intervention of new issues aiid now 
parties might 
be improperly used to 


cumber the record and prolong the trial: 
bat counsel arc entirely under the con- 
trol of the court 'and may always be 
suitably restricts!. We, therefore, re.- 
quest that-we now be permitted to ap- 
pear before the court and give, facilities 
which frill. enable us to hear the pro- 
ceedure and be present to -jcfend Rear 
Admiral. Sampson when 
counsel shall 


inake upon him attacks of the nature 


hich they already have'deemed prope.' 


make.

Matter of Collecting Afuhey-for Worn Out 


Preachers Discussed—Kev,. Fanner 
: 
Jieports. 


The fifty-fifth sessiorY'bf tho'lViscoti- 


sin annual ifethodis Episcopal conference 
began at Ripon, Wis., yesterday, Bish- 
op Joyce calling the meeting to order. 
Rev. E. D. Kohlstedt, of this city, was 
appointed assistant statistical secretary 
and Pcv. II. P. Haylett was'named ;ci 
committee on conference stewards. 


The Rev. J. S. Lean brought up the 


matter of collecting ono-half of 1 per 
cent of the cash salary received by each 
preacher to be applied for the relief and 
support, of the superannuated and worn- 
out preachers. A committee was ap- 
pointed to collect this 
tax from 
the 


preachers. 


The money raised by this tax is to bo 


turned into the conference annuity fund 
and then distributed among tho old'an-l 
needy ministers in proportion to ths 
number of years they were actively en- 
gaged in the work of the ministry. The 
failure to meet thos obligation on tli3 
part of any minister now shall be con- 
sidered a claim against him when ho 
shall have become a superannuate claim- 
ant on the funds of the conference. 


Presiding Elders Farmer and Porter 


reported the work of Appleton and Osh- 
kosh 
districts. Dr. Farmer 
reported 


that it was hard to push the 3ie\v work 
in the northern part of the state, be- 
cause of no money or meager funds to 
support the workers in the field. He sug- 
gested ''the-organization of a conference 
or domestic missionary society similar 
to tliose of other conferences and denom- 
inations with a view to supplementing 
the necessarily insufficient contributions 
of our parent organization towards the 
mi.ssiojiary territory of our conference." 
. There is likely to be a larger .number 
of laymen in attendance at the confer- 
ence than usual. W, W, Cooper of Ken- 
osha sent out a letter urging as many 
laymen as possible to spend Sunday here, 
'He wishes tho laymen to come for tha 
inspirational good that it mny do them, 
and not to oversee appointments. Mr. 
Cooper is a loader in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Forward movement and is especially 
anxious to sec additions to the church, 
and wants to enlist the laymen in the. 
work of winning converts. The move- 
ment to raise $20,000.000 as a twentieth 
century thank offering in the'Methodist 
church has not been very entnnsiastia- 
ally received in Wisconsin, though con- 
siderable has been done, particularly bv 
the friends of Lawrence university.

JURY WAS OUT FIVE 


HOURS BEFORE AGREEING 


Recommended Clemency in the Strongest 


Language—Discussions and Many 


Ballots In tlie Jury Room— 


1'rJsoner it Sentenced. 


THE PRESIDENT'S 


LAST ENGAGEMENT 


BOSTON, Oct. 10.—The aiinua} ban- 


quet of the Republican alub of Massa- 
chusetts will be abandoned this fall out 
of respect to the memory of President 


cKiiiley. Five days before the trip to 


Buffalo, President McKinlej^ made ar- 
rangements at Cnnton, Ohio, with th'j 
president of the club to open the nation- 
al congressional campaign .of 1902 at 
Boston in September with an address to 
be delivered at the club's dinner. It la 
believed that this was the last'engagc- 
ment the president mad«, 
;* 


After being out five hours and taking 


many ballots, the jury in the case of-the 
state of Wisconsin against Louis Juhre, 
charged with assault and intent to do 
great bodily harm on Policeman Chris. 
A.nderson, returned a verdict of guilty 
at 10 o'clock last night. At the same 
time they handed .in a note to Judge 
Flett asking clemency in the strongest 
language possible. 


The penalty for the crime is from one 


to three years in the state prison at 
Waiipun; one year in the. county jail, or 
a fine of from $100 to $500. 
Immcdiatfi- 


ly. after the verdict was rendered Attor- 
ney Walker, for Juhre, stated to the 
court that be did not know whether he 
would appeal or not and asked that sen- 
tence be delayed until today. District 
Attorney Lukes having no objection, the 
request was'granted. 


Juhre was in the court roam, having 


been brought over from jail by Sheriff 
Baumann. Disappointment was plainly 
visible on his face, for he and his attor- 
neys had confidently expected acquittal, 
or at least that the verdict would be 
simply asasult and battery. The wife 
of the man was riot present and he was 
taken back to jail. 


Members of the jury stated that there 


was an interesting time in the jury 
room. There was all kinds of opinions 
and the main stick was on the intent of 
the accused man. It was a question 
whether he was in condition on the night 
of the assault-to have formed a detcr- 
miniltiou to do the officer great bodily 
harm. After two hours of balloting and 
discussion the vote got down to 11 for 
conviction and one for not guilty and 
that one juryman stuck until after sup- 
per had been served and then the verr 
diet, with recommendation for clemency 
wus agreed upon. 


It was on the 22d of hist May that 


Louis Juhre, Theodore Piost and five oth- 
er young men-, more or less under the in- 
fluence of liquor, came down from the 
vicinity of Kacine Junction. At several 
places tliey were pretty noisy. 
They 


•brought up in the rear of a State street 
resort. Here they were found by Officer 
Anderson, who heard them try to get in 
and break down the doors. He advised 
them to go away, but the fellows refus- 
ed and assaulted 
the 
officer, knocked 


him in a- ditch nnd kicked and pounded 
him' in a terrible manner; even tearing 
v. star from his breast. Anderson man- 
aged to struggle to his feet and shot at 
the -crowd and then staggered to the po- 
lice office. He was a sight to behold, 
being covered with mud and blood and 
his head cut. 


The seven men implicated wore appre- 


1-encW and five of them were, afterward 
heavily fined. Juhre and Rost heing the 
loading Assailants, were held on the ser- 
ious charge. 


When the cases 
were called at the 


opening of. the October term of court 
Rost filed an 
affidavit 
of 
prejudice 


against Judge Flr.tt and the'judge sent 
his c^se to the circuit court instead of 
calling in another judge. 


An effort wns made to get Juhre off 


on various technical grounds, but the 
motions were overruled 
and the case 


went on. The evidence was substantial- 
ly what has been published about the 
case. A dozen witnesses testified as to 
the previous good character of Juhre 
and Mr. Walker made a strong fight. He 
admitted the ..assault, but 
held that 


there wus mo intent on the part of Juhre. 
The jury thought differently and found 
the man guilty.

Were the Scenes Witnessed in Mu- 


nicipal Court When Juhre 


Was Sentenced. 


Wife Screamed and Fainted and Child 


Falls to Floor—Mother of Prisoner Begs 


In God's Nome for Mercy. 


A sorrowful and pathetic scene: was 


witnessed in the municipal court this 
morning when Louis Juhre, found guilty 
of assault and intent to do great bodily 
hrtrm on Policeman Chris. Anderson, was 
sentenced to one year in -the state pris- 
on at Wtiupun, by Judge Flett. 


When court .opened the wife of _the 


prisoner, with her infant child, the nioth- 


c$r and nutter of Juhre uud, many 


were present. Juhre wa%. in tears and so 
was his wife and motherVt 


Attorney Walker, for Jiiiire, moved for 


a stay of judgment or sentence and for 
a new trial, but did not prefer to argue. 
Judge Flett overruled the motion. Mr. 
Walker entered exception and ie then 
asked for clemency for the prisoner. It 
was a case he thought, 'where indulgence 
ought to be extended. He was the victim 
of unfortunate circumstances. The repu- 
tation of the man was touched upon at 
length as being excellent. 
The recom- 


mendation of the jury for clemency was 
mentioned and the dividing line of the 
offense. He thought the 
punishment 


should be light arid spoke of the terri- 
ble 'separation of husband from wife and 
child; the disgrace of being sent to pris- 
on and lie urged a, fine be imposed. 


District Attorney Lukes, said- that 


Judge Flett was just 'as; familiar with 
the testimony and facts of the case sjs 
he was. He had all of the sympathy 'in 
the world for this man,, but the manner 
in which the assault \vas:committed M'as 
brutal. He did Jiot ask tlu> extreme pen- 
alty, but he did hot feel that a fine 
would meet the 
contingencies 
of the 


ease. He believed that the jury, from 
the verdict rendered, mueft have misun- 
derstood the penalty or i^iey could not 
have brought in such a verdict. 


"Stand up, Mr. Juhre,5? said Judge 


Flett. Just previous to this the wife of 
Juhre stepped into the jury room with 
her baby and she was sobbing" aloud. 
Judge Flett remarked that he wanted to 
say at the outset that the court would 
follow the recommendations of the'jury 
as consistently as he could. He said the 
jury were'not clear in thB penalty when 
deliberating on the case. 'Juhre, he saidj 
had a fair; and impartial,.trial and was 
ably defended; that whilelhis tteart went 
out in sympathy to the i-ife and babies 
of the prisoner, it must !)e remembered 
that a-crime had been Committed and 
that it could not go unpiilnshed. He said 
•that Juhre had no business at the place 
where the assault was committed, espec- 
ially as, he was a married man and no 
decent man with a wife would go there. 
The evidence, showed -that the assault 
was brutaUand the jury so found it. It 
was .not a case where, he could impose a 
fine, nor did he think a long term in jail 
advisable, but a place where the prison- 
er could work and. have, time to reflect. 


The judge then sentenced the prisoner 


to the state_, prison jat_,5Vaiipuiv for ^4 
ter.in of one year, beginning at'lioon-to- 
day, the first day to be in solitary con- 
finement. 


Juhre sauk into a 
chair and shed 


tears. In a moment there was a start- 
ling scream from the jury room. Mrs. 
Juhre rushed out with baby in her arms, 
attempted to hand the child to Juhre's 
mother, but failed and it fell upon the 
floor, while Mrs. Juhre fell flat on her 
face and did not move. 


The mother and sister of th<; prisoner 


screamed and Under Sheriff Mutter and 
husband of the M'pnnin ran to her assist- 
ance and lifted her up and snt her in a 
chair, Tier face presenting a deathly pal- 
lor and the husband as he held her cried 
bitterly. 


The old mother, with baby in her arm* 


walked up to Judge Flett and in the 
German language exclaimed: "For God's 
sake have mercy." It was a scene never- 
to -be-forgottcn by those who witnessed 
it. 


Dr. Garlock was hastily summoned to 


the court room; the unconscious .woman 
was laid on a table and for over throe- 
quarters of an hour the physician work- 
ed to bring her to and all of this time 
husband, mother, sister and others were 
crying, while tho litle baby laughed and 
looked on in wonder. When in pvopor 
condition the woman was placed in a 
hack and removed to her home and the 
hnsband 
was taken 
to

BISHOPS ADOPT 
DIVORCE CMON 


Upper House of Episcopal Conven- 


tion Approve Rigid Doctrine. 
* 


CLERGY AND LAITY NOT 


FAVORABLE TO ACTION 


Minority in Upper House Strenuously Op- 


posed Its Adoption Pleading That 


Innocent Party to Divorce be 


Allowed tp: JECeinttrry. 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
Oct. 
lO.—The 


House of Bishops at the triennial Epis- 
copal convention here yesterday formally 
set the seal of its approval on the doc- 
trine( that no man or woman divorced' 
for any cause whatever shall be married 
again by an Episcopal clergyman, not- 
withstanding that the person desiring 
such remarriage shall have been'the in- 
nocent party. 


The vote that finally settled the ques- 


tion showed 37 in favor and 21 against 
it. The canon passed on by the bishops 
is known as."No. 36 of the Solemnization 
of Matrimony," and reads in full ^s fol- 
lows: 


"1. The solemnization of matrimony 


InJthis church, in which the mutual con- 
sent of each' party entering into this 
state of life is given in the presence of a 
minister; who, having pronounced them 
in the name of the Holy Trinity to be 
man and wife, invokes the divine blessing 
\ipon their union 


"2.. The requirements .'of the Jaws of 


the state • regarding the Conditions for 
the civil contract of marriage shall in 
all cases be carefully observed before the 
marriage is solemnized, . 


REGARDING MINORS. 


"3. No minister shall solemnize the 


marriage of any person who is a minor 
under the law of the place of marriage, 
unless, the parent or guardian of such 
minor is present and consenting, or /shall 
have given written consent .jto the mar-, 
riage,. or is permanently resident ,iii a 


"No minister shall solemnize a mar- 


riage except in the presence of at least 
two witnesses, the "minister or the wit- 
nesses being personally acquainted with 
the parties. 
/ 


"Every minister shall without delay 


formally record in the proper register 
the name, age and residence of eaclr par- 
ty. Such record shall be signed by the 
minister who performs the ceremony, 
and, if practicable, by the married par- 
ties, and by at least two witnesses of 
the marriage. 
',' 
' 


OF DIVORCED PERSONS. 


"4. No minister shall solemnize a 


marriage between any two persons un- 
less; nor until, by inquiry he. shall have 
satisfied himself that neither person has 
been or, is the husband or the wife of any 
other person then living, unless the form- 
er marriage was-annulled by a decree of 
some, civil court of competent jurisdic- 
tion for cause existing before such form- 
er marriage." 


The clause in-tho above canon referring 


to the probable existence of cause before 
the first marriage is believed'to. refer'to- 
such, cases as insanity, inability to exe- 
cute a contract, the existence of a liv- 
ing wife or husband or similar reasons 
which practically render the marriage 
void. 


The minority in the house strenuously 


opposed tho «dopti6n of the cnnon, plead- 
ing with the other bishops that the in- 
nocent party io a divorce granted on tho 
ground of infidelity should be left free 
to marry again, but they were overrul- 
ed. 


DEPUTIES MAY AMEND. 


The question is not settled, however, 


by any means. Before it becomes church 
law it must be passed on and adopted 
by tho lower house, composed of mem- 
bers of tho clergy and laity, many of 
whom are known to be bitterly opposed 
to it. The principal r&n&on for this op- 
position is the general opinion that it 
would be the- very refinement of cruelty 
to make the law act against the innocent 
party to a ditorce. The lower house 
took up the question at its moeUng to- 
day, and, while nothing definite can be 
stated concerning its action, it is believ- 
ed that it will insist on the addition of 
a clause protectng the .innocent party to 
divorce proceedings in cases where infi- 
delity, is the charge. 


Canon 37, which deals with the'disci- 


plining of members of the church who 
marry after haying been divorced.,, has 
not yet been considered xby the bishops. 
The recommendation of the committee 
on this clause strictly forbids thft admis- 
sion--'.to'baptism or confirmation of any 
who transgress thfe new marriage law,- 
refusing them the communion except 
when penitent alter having separated 
from the otfier^party io the subsequent 
marriage ami in. danger of death. 'This 
cnnon, however, does not apply to the 
innocent party to a divorce1 for th<? 
cause of1 infidelity.

When it is said that many perplexing' 


problems in the Philippines confront the 
American statesman, the irrepressible 
Chinaman is not generally "thought of. 
Yet no graver questiion exists there than 
that concerning him. None demanding 
greater political sagacity; none requir- 
ing a iigher type of international diplo- 
macy and none that calls into play so 
completely the finer instincts, the loftier 
ideals and charitable conceptions so gen- 
erously 
comprehended 
in American 


statesmen than, this: "What shall bo 
done with the hordes of Chinamen now 
in the' Philippines -and the hordes that 
avo dsiily coming to its shores, swelling 
the motley multitude of the unwashed 
into menacing proprtsons *" 


The Chinaman is an old settler in 


these islands, his influx dating from the 
29th of November, 1574, sixty-three 
years subsequent to the landing of the 
Spaiiiards. It was during the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Guklo, the Spaniard, 
that occurred the rnid of Li Ma Hong, a 
courageous but notorious Chinese pirate, 
who, with G2 ships and 2,000 men arrived 
in the Bay of Manila in 1574 in search of 
conquest and spoils. Spanish historians 
simply sny that Li Ma Hong assaulted 
the Spanish strongholds with a body pf 
1,500 men. The buttle raged 
for four 


hours when, upon arrival of reinforce? 
menos to the Spanish the invader 
wa?i 


driven off, the latter going a hundred] 
miles to the north and fortifying himself 
in the Province 
of Pangasivan, war 


Dagapon. That is a modest record c«?n-r 
ccrning whnt 'was perhaps 
one of tfle 


most unique battles in the history of 
these islands. A Chinese soldier in 
those days -with a huge knife .in one 
hand and a stink-pot in the other was 
no mean adversary before the romancing 
Don with his elTete nostrils and an 070 
for physical brauty. 


Eighty years after this invasion Ma- 


nila 
was visited by three 
mandarins 


from China, who came upon a strange 
and secret mission. The purpose of their 
coming remained a mystery, 
but their 


presence was signalized by an. insurrec- 
tion of the Chinamen in Manila, •numSjcr- 
ing 20,000. It was the inauguration of 
a reign of terror. The first overt .iof.s 
were firing of houses and 
assassination 


of lonely travelers in the suburbs, but, it 
soon developed into an indiscriminate 
slaughter of men, women and children. 
Spanish history is meagre on'this event 
also. One writer, after mentioning it, in 
a nmtter-of-fiiet 
way, comprehensively 


adds that *'thc slaughter was so great 
that few escaped with their lives," while 
another, with a more graphic pen says 
that "men waded through the streets in 
blood to their hips, and thousands of 
famished dogs feasted for weeks upon 
the putrid bodies of the slain." 
i 


After sixty years of quiet 
another 


Chinese filibuster, Ko Sing, appeared 
outside the walls of Manila, with'a large 
force, demanding tribute and subjection 
of the people. Great preparations were 
made to reoeive the invaders, but thfc 
death of Ko Sing brought the invasion 
to a sudden end. 
: 


From that clay to this the Chinese in 


the Philippines have been peaceful and 
industrious and increased in number*, 
until now 
they aggregate, including 


Chinese half castes, 000,000 souls. The 
Spanish government now began.to look 
with favor upon the Chinese and to en- 
courage trade with them built an im- 
mense market and trading house in Mti- 
riila, and from this city trade with the 
Chinese spread rapidly throughout the 
interior of the archipelago. A Spanish 
writer says of them that "without trade 
and commerce of the Chinese,'these'do- 
minions could not have subsisted." 
•' It is a fact that the Chinaman is far 
superior to the Filipino. He surpasses 
him in knowledge, tact, and energy. 
The Filipino is an indolent gamhtor, die 


Chinaman is a shrewd business man; the 
Filipino is a born idler, the Chinaman a 
born trader. What meagre notions tne 
Filipino may have of trade, industry and 
commerce they were given to him by the 
Chinese. They taught him how to1 maka 
sugar from the sugar cane; how to' work 
in wrought iron and all the other domes- 
tic arts of importance known to the na- 
tive. It can only be said in justice to, 
the Filipino that he received so little en- 
couragement, and so much oppression 
from the Spaniard that he had no incen- 
tive. to become a good laborer. 
.On, the 


other hand, in Manila arid in .other 
large cities where the Chinese residents 
were numerous they had their own tri- 
bunals where they settled minor affairs. 
They were permitted to take part in the 
management of municipal 
affairs 
and 


to have deputations present at popular 
state ceremonies. 


A male Filipino hate's a Chinaman with 


a bitter hatred. The indolence and dis- 
sipation of the former will always clash 
with the industry and frugality of the 
latter. 
The native women are always 


ready to marry a Chinaman, because he is 
always prosperous, 
and as a general 


thing do'es not compel his wife to do 
manual labor. This preference on the 
part of the women of course is a source 
,ot great irritation to the inborn pride of 
the Filipino men. 


Today many of the largest business 


concerns in the Philippines are controll- 
ed by Chinese capital, employing Chi- 
nese labor. On many of the most prom- 
inent streets in Manila can'be seen no 
places of business other tluui^ those own- 
ed by Cinnamon. It is tine that by 
their thrift and superior intellect they 
are outrunning the Filipino, in the race 
of life. But it is nothing znore than the' 
survival of the 
fittest, 
that ironclad, 


theory that aplies the whole worpkl 
over. 
. 


The Chinaman was friendly with the 


Americans from the beginning of our 
occupation, thus, while the native was 
resisting American ideas and methods, 
the Chinaman was busily adopting them 
and applying .them . to his everyday ex- 
periences, .ind thus surely gaining au 
ascendency over his neighbor. 


The Filipino knows all this and is cut 


to the quick. It is but natural'that-the 
native should feel jealousies, and harbor 
hatred when they see this despised im- 
migrant, this imported stock surpassing 
him in the race of life; when they see 
him controlling all the higher avenues 
of industry and gain, leaving nothing for 
the native Filipino but the hoc and,the 
muck-rake. The native is already ex- 
ceedingly discontented because of this 
state of affairs. He looks with brood- 
ing eye and threatening air upon this 
Chinese usurpation of his country's 
welth and'resources. Such au usurpa- 
tion is bound to bring about a distracted 
state of society, such that it' will re- 
quire the whole force of the government 
to settle the upheaval. The Filipino is 
fast being submerged 
by 
the Chi no, 


losing to him his hope of gain and in- 
deed his identity. .At the present rate 
of progress made by the Chinaman in 
the Philippines it will cease to be, sub- 
merged in the sink-of his own indolence, 
orowded, as it .were, olT the''face, of the 
cart b^ the superior Chinaman, quicker 
in mind and''stronger, in body than the 
Filipino can ever hope to.be. 


The native will not give up without a 


struggle. But such a struggle! Not one 
of legitimate competition, but, fired by 
jealous rage, one of murder and rapine. 
This feeling .on tiie, part of the masses 
of the Filipinos. ia' plainly shown today, 
and the finding with increasing frequen- 
cy, the 'mutilated bodies of Qhiriainen is 
mn «vont that casts it's black shadows be- 
fore and toward the time that is surely 
coming when in bloodshed and loot the 
native -vill make his last'stand to pre- 
serve his racial and 
national' identity 


from being lost into that of the ChineM.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—After the 


usual preliminaries in the Schley naval 
court of inquiry today Lieut. C. D. Dy- 
son of the bureau of steam engineering 
of the navy department, was recalled to 
continue his testimony regarding the 
coal supply of Admiral Schley's Hying 
squadron at the time of its arrival off 
Santiago harbor on May 26, 1898. He 
was brought in this morning at the in- 
stance of Admiral .Schley's counsel for 
the purpose of giving further testimony 
concerning the availability of the coal 
supply in charging the enemy. 


It was the understanding when the 


oourt opened that Commander Richard 
Wainwright woiua be the principal wit- 
ness of the clay .and that after he should 
be excused Messrs. Bristol, Grant and 
Potts would be called in the order nam- 
ed. The three last mentioned were all 
watch officers on various vessels of the 
American fleet on July 3, when the nav- 
al regiment off Santiago was fought. It 
has been the desire of the court to secure 
as much testimony as possible o! the 
men whose duty it was to keep a look- 
out and these three- oflicers were sum- 
moned to gratify this wish. There was 
a special interest in Commander Wain- 
wright's testimony because of his prom- 
inent identification 
with the Spanish 


war and also because of the fact that he 
is now superintendent of the naval "acad- 
emy at Annapolis. During the summer 
of 1S9S Mr. Wainwright commanded the 
converted yacht Gloucester which play- 
ed a conspicuous part in the campaign 
against the Spaniards. In the battle of 
July 3, his vessel occupied a position on 
the extreme right, of the American col- 
umn to the east of tlie Indiana and when 
the Spanish torpedo boats Pluton and 
Furor came out of the harbor he attack- 
ed them fearlessly and aided in their des-

Sir. Luceasohii, of the 'Irm of Lucea- 


sohn & Brauer, house-movers and gen- 
eral contractors, lies at his home, corner 
of "West Sixth and Jones streets,, wi{Ji a 
terribly cut and" lacerated'log, the result 
of an accident while engaged moving- a 
house. 


The old plan'of moving the structure 


with a horse, windlass and pulleys, was 
put in operation* In some manjier 
the 


large iron pulley struck Mr. Luecasohn 
on the rightvleg, cutting two ugly gashes 
and laying -the bone bare 'ill each in- 
stance. 


The injured man was conveyed to his 


home, but he refused 
to have a. physi- 


cian called, beiug a. firm believer in the 
teachings of the Bible and God's power 
to heal. Friends' saw that the injury 
was very bad and Mr. Luccasolurs wife 
insisted on a, physician being summoned. 


Dr. F. J. Pope wa-s first called. \Then- 


he arrived'at the house Mr. LuccaJiohn 
refused to .allow 'him to sew up or place 
any medicine, whatever on the wc;iin<l, 
but to satisfy,,;])!,? wife was willing that 
a rag be bound around it. 
Of course/Dr. 


Pope desired to dress the injuries as 
they should, be,-.but Mr. Luceasohn ra 
fused, and after, the' physician departed 
wrapped a" rag around it and trusted in, 
God to do the healing. 
. Later Mr. Luceasplmr saw that her 
husband was .in'"bad shape aiul sadly in 
need of a physician and Dr. W. S. Haven 
was. hastily, 
summoned. 
When Dr.: 


Haven arrived at the house ha found a 
'number of people, there 
and all were 


pray i rig for Mr. Luceasohn, who still re- 
fused to permit a physician;to tov.ch his 
leg, and the doctor, after giving the peo- 
ple a sound lecture, left. Today Vie told 
a reporter that tlie rrian's injuries were 
terrible and that if medical aid was'not 
given blood poisoning was liable to set 
in and kill him/(liid he notified the au- 
thorities of the ease, but/they could do 
nothing, for if a man refuses to accept, 
.•the services.of "a doctor there is no law 
to compel it. 


A. representative of .the Journal went 


over to tlie Luceasohn home this morn- 
ing, but'was not able, to see Mr: Lucea- 
sohn, but met'Mr. August Khmer, part- 
ner o £ 'the man. 


Mr. Brauer said it was true, that Mr. 


Luceasohn would not allow a physician 
to use any kind of medicine,- but was 
willing that the. wound be' wrapped up 
with a cloth. /He said that he, ns well 
as Mr. Luceasohn, did not 
believe in 


medicine,-but in the teachings 
of the 


Bible and God's power to lieul the sink: 
and wounded. He believed that ' Mr. 
Luecasohn's wounds would heal under 
the care of God and without medicine of 


own., One time he had, a, bone of'hits 
Jcg broken; went home,and never called 
a physician and lie came out all right. 
Another time lie was injured - tind' no 
physicians were called and he was ,cureil" 
-by God. 


Mr. Brauer s.%id that lie a-nd Mr.'Luc- 


casolm were members of God's church; 
•that there was quite a large number in 
Racine and that they met every week in 
cqch other's homes. 


He said 
that Elder Cole, of •Gb.d's 


church,'of Chicago, had been Called, here 
and prayed for Mr. Luecasohn. There 
was not the slightest doubt in his mind 
that with the treatment of God, Mr. 
Luceasohn would 
soon* be cured. and 


around again. Mr. Luceasohn shares 
the game belief. 


Mi's. Luceasohn and others do not 


share that, belief and think the wounds 
of Mr. Luceasohn ought to be treated by 
a,physician. This will not be perrarUed 
by tlie ma.n, and he intends to let the 
limb alone and trust in his belief for a 
cure 


Mr. Brauer was very enthusiastic 
in 


his belief and talked freely to the repor- 
ter of just what the Biblo said and that 
there was not a word ther with, refer- 
ence to medicine and he was of the opin- 
ion that no matter how seriously a per- 
son wa« injured, if they would trust in 
the teachings of the Holy Bible-and have 
patience in God's power a cure was cer- 
tain. 


Dr. Haven, who visited the house, was 


very outspoken and characterized it as 
a dead wrong to allow such a.n injury to 
go without treatment and that death 
was liable to result.

The. only man 
to escape alive was Engineer Hager of 
the light engine who was hurled through' 
the window of tho cab of his engine and 
across what is known' as "the factory 
ditch."

The sugar trust 
have a way about 


I'hc'm, a way not infrequently manifested 
by other great combinations. This way- 
is that very thing that, may well be 
called a trade conspiracy, at least if not 
in legal form, in moral forms, and 
i» 


adopted 
and has been adopted as a 


method of 
crushing out competition. 


It is now asserted the sugar trust h,i« 
reduced prices of sugar a haJf cent or so 
per pound in California, despite the fact 
th.it the sugar market is active and 
higher for the reason of the "poor pros- 
pects for the sugar beet in'France, Ger- 
many, Austria and Belgium. This re- 
duction can 
bo for no 
• other purpose 


than injuring the beet sugar men of tlu 
coast and especially t-he sugar beet fac- 
tory at Oxnard, Gal., which has latch- 
been put in operation. 


it is proposed to hit back at the trust, 


by the friends of sugar production in the 
United States, inemoralixiiig congress at 
its next session to take oft' all duty on 
refined sugar, and add a duty of half a 
cent 
to raw 
sugar. 
This, of -course, 


would give a hard knock nt the sugar 
trust, but ai the =ame time would also 
hit the sugar 
beet men. Perhaps 
the 


best way with the 'sugar trust will be to 
deal with them as proposed with other 
trusts, and this is to specific-ally assess 
trust made goods in such manner a will 
reduce them 
to reason. This can be 


done in more ways than one. All ..the 
raw product used by trust and combine, 
bo assessed higher duties and their re- 
fined products and manufactures, be com- 


pelled to compete with alessened tariff 
protection. 


"This lessened tariff protection," says 


a writer, "will work .'about in this way: 
Inasmuch as the sugar trust can .only 
recover about 90kpounds of refined sugar, 
from 100 pounds of 90 • centrifugal, raws 
you can really see that immediately 
they would have to go out'of'business, 
were this method adopted. The writer is 
not opposed to the .sugar trust having 
protection, provided that protection 
3s 


not used to destroy and injure an indus- 
try of suc'li vast importance to our en- 
tire country., but if the i sugar trust is 
going to ufic the means that it seemingly 
is using to injure such an important In- 
dustry, then the sooner., the entire peo- 
ple of this nation get 'together and de- 
mand from their respective senators and 
congressmen a new tariff, such as that 
above outlined, the sooner we will be a 
sugar .producing country 
and find the 


price of sugar even dower than it is now, 
caused 
by the ' natural competition 


among our own people. 


••The sugar trust simply 
buys 
ra\v 


sugar from foreign nations, melts it and 
turns it white, its profit being derived 
from the difference between the duty on 
06 test raw sugar and that imposed on 
refined sugar, so that if the duty on re- 
fined were taken off it must immediately 
suspend business. 


PROTECTING THE PEOPLE. 


The, bill propscd to be introduced by 


Senator Rohr 
in the next, legislature, 


having for its purpose the exclusion of 
anarchists from the state and excluding 
those reaching and propagating anarchy, 
will probably receive a good de-all of at- 
teption before 
the 
time cotncs. 
But 


there is no question but that anarchy is 
leveled at nil existing conditions and 
every known creed 
and political belief 


and lawful organizations arc included in 
the program of anarchy for destruction. 
Anarchy notoriously does not belie-ve in 
existing forms of government, and does 
not believe in existing forms of the com- 
mercial and industrial world. It would 
impose impossible conditions, and substi- 
tute a mode of living impossible to even 
an angelic eonditqn of mankind. 


Jf a-iiarcy pretends it does- not believe, 


in violence it can be asserted anarchy 
can not control the passions of irrespon- 
sible and. weak-minded men. blinded 
by 


the falsities of the teachings of anarchist 
te.achers. It is like the passionate dec- 
larations of one depicting the wrongs of 
one portion of society at the hands of 
another portion, and preaching the drear! 
doctrine 
of hatred and 
inciting of 


enmity, going to other localities leaving 
behind the seeds which likely as not will 
blossom into the raging, senseless mob, 
or the single assassin concealing his re- 
volver and at his opportunity shaking 
hands with his right hand, and with his 
left seeking to take the life of a beloved 
president of the people. 


The law must protect society at large, 


for it can do no less, with the deliberate 
assertions of anarchists themselves. An- 
archists may nil be men and women of 
nniet home 'life and 
just as affectionate 


in their family relations as are other 
-.iU'ti. There are anarchists 
and 
anar- 


chists just as there are men in all avo- 
cations and professions of life, but anar- 
chy itself embraces doctrines at entire 
variance with the welfare of society, and 
its very teachings condemn the men and 
women who accept- thrm to seek to de- 
stroy by one WRJ and the other. 


The state has full power to protect its 


citixeiis, and beyond question 
through 


the exercise of its police, powers compel 
every anarchist to leave the state, ami 
-TidaliM as well, who practices too fur 
his or her beliefs. 
The state can 
fix- 


elude and it can forbid to enter beyond 
question: it can equally forbid the pro- 
pagation and the dissemination of an an- 
nrrhNt- or any 
other mischief 


literature and teaching. 


The proposed measure of Senator Eohr 


should by all menns be prepared 
wif.li 


thought and every attention to the best 
welfare of the people of the state and Jn 
the next session of the legislature en- 
acted into law.

A SEW WHITE HOUSE. 


A Chicago paper discusses the ques- 


tion of a new White House at Washing- 
ton or at least the enlargement of the 
present building. It-..is nqtoriotis- the 
room at the presidential residence for 
family sleeping purposes is no larger 
than iri many an ordinary city "house, it' 
as large as the average city residence; 
For years and years the official business 
has been accumulating, until officialism 
has in fact invaded 
everywhere, \intil 


but five-ordinary rooms are 
left and 


three of these small ones. To be stire 
there are uarge drawing rooms, but these 
belong to the public and ordinarily are 
never 
free from visitors. It has ,00- 


cnrr.ed to many excellent people of late 
years that the president of this great 
country a'ncl his family were 
fairly en- 


titled to something more than a five- 
room flat in a building'used'almost'en-, 
tirely for governmental purposes, and 
efforts have beea made from time to time 
to get 
a bill through congress that 


would relieve and do justice to the situ- 
ation. 


So far every measure has been reject- 


ed. Proposals for additional rooms ad- 
de on as such arc generally to private 
buildings, proposals for an entirely new 
building are turned down, proposails !.o 
erect a building for the business of the 
executive offices, 
leaving the present 


White House as it was originally intend- 
ed for the president's family, also turned 
down, A beautiful plan was prcsentc-1 
some little time ago. and pictures of >t 
produced in the large City papers. The 
cost was placed at about a.million of dol- 
lars, but amid the appropriations of mil- 
lions upon millions until a billion and a 
half was reached for tne congress, suc'h 
a trifle as a fitting residence for t'rio 
president -of seventy-six millions of peo-. 
pic was ruthlessly scratched 
out. .The 


amount, wasted in every, river and har- 
bor bill in trying to improve a dozcii or 
so rivers that wouldn't stay improved, 
with that wasted upon a dozen or .so 
creeks that have only afforded local po-; 
litieal grease, would build half a dozeir 
to a do/en of handsome presidential res- 
idences. The, United States 
should not 


hesitate to have a White House ,or pres- 
idential home, worthy 
of such a great 


nation. 


SCHOOL XEEDS.

The statements you 
have made are that .during the day time 
the squadron lay off Cienfuegos from 
four to six to ten miles, and during the 
night from eight to ten miles. Without 
questioning either Commodore Schley or 
your self, when I read you his oflicial 
report, do you still stand on your'state- 
ment about six to ten miles?"

Speaking of the weather during the

POSITIVE ABOUT ELEVATION. 
Mr. Rayner also asked Lieut. Bristol 


concerning his estimate, made soon after 
the arrival of the fleet off Santiago, that 
the Spanish shore batteries amounted 
to but little. He had said yesterday 
that the elevation of these batterien was 
from 150 to 200 feet. Mr. Rayner pro- 
duced a chart to show that the Morro 
battery was 220 feet above the water 
line and the Zocapa batter^ 230 feet.

statement." 


At the regucst of Mr. Rayner witness 


made measurements from his chart to 
show the distance the Brooklyn was 
from the Spanish ships during the fight

Santiago. The 
reply was: "The 


distance of the Oquendo from the Brook- 
lyn, taken from the chart just before the 
turn was 4,000 yards, the Maria Teresa 
;!,700 yards. Taken from the chart the 
Maria Teresa and Oquendo were about 
to run ashore, which is practically the 
nearest point, the Oquendo was 2,800 
yards from the Brooklyn and the Maria 
Teresa 3.000 yards."

the principles of the Babcock test, ex- 
tended expedience in its.practical work- 
Ings and close comparisons of its re- 
sults with exact chemical analysis 
have convinced every one who has 
taken the trouble to investigate these 
matters that the test is thoroughly re- 
liable and practical and thnt causes of 
variation must be sought elsewhere. 


Milk itself is not so uniform as is' 


often supposed and is subject to wide 
differences in composition. Fat, the 
most valuable constituent of milk,' is 
the most variable. 
The casein and 


sugar of inilk vary only within nar- 
row limits, but the fat is subject to 
wide variations. Among the more com- 
mon causes of differing percentages of 
fat iu milk are: 


Breed;—Jersey, Guernsey and Devon 


milk usually contain. larger percent- 
ages of fat than Holstein or Ayrshire. 


Individual.—There is often a wider 


difference in the fat content of. the 
milk of two Jersey cows or. two Hol- 
Btein cows than between the averages 
of the two breeds. Each cow has a 
normal quality of'milk born with her, 
and, 
while external conditions may 


vary the proportion of fat somewhat 
from time" to time, her milk hns a con- 
stant tendency to return to Its normal 
fat content, which is retained with 
much constancy through life. 


Lactation. — Fresh cows 
generally 


yield milk with less fat than when in 
a more advnuced stage of lactation. 
This variation often amounts to more 
than 1 per cent increase from the first 
month after calving to the last month 
before drying off. 


Age.—Young heifers usually yield a 


poorer milk during the first lactation 
period than during the fourth and fifth, 
when they reach maturity. Again, old 
cows in the decline of life have been 
observed to give a milk poorer in fat 
than when in their prime. 


Feed.—Though always the first thing 


the farmer thinks of when his milk va- 
ries, feed appears to have only a very 
slight effect on its quality. 
A vast 


amount of information has been piling 
up on this question, nnd it generally 
points to the conclusion that feed has 
only a minor influence on the fat con- 
tent of milk. Indeed Professor Hills' 
results indicate that its influence is ex- 
actly the opposite of the popular no- 
tion. He finds that the richer the feed 
the poorer the milk.
